
'Report Sale of Standard Oil Property
The long awaited news 

that the sale of some 200 
acre* of Standard Oil Co. 
property in South Tor- 
ranee had been completed 
and that a huge construc­ 
tion program was slated for 
the property, was received 
Friday afternoon.

The property, known as»

the Marble Fee tract, 
fronts on the south side of 
Sepulveda., between Ma- 
drona and Crenshaw Blvd.

City officiate and news­ 
men alike have been wait­ 
ing for nearly two months 
for the sale of the proper­ 
ty to clear escrow.

Purchaser of the proper­

ty is the Sierra Corpora­ 
tion of San Francisco, a 
subsidiary .of the Utah 
Construction and Mining 
Company.

Purchase price of (he 
property was not disclosed 
but is rumored to be in 
excess of $2,riOO,000.

Property, which is pres­

ently zoned for industrial 
use, will spearhead a new 
era of "balanced develop­ 
ment" in Torrance, spokes­ 
men for the purchasing 
firm said.

Immediate plans <'all 
for the development of the 
tract for light manufac­ 
turing, commercial and re­

sidential use. Residential 
portion will probably be 
apartments and multiple 
units.

ADJACENT 
Newly purchased land 

parcel lies adjacent to the 
Marble Instates properly 
scene of a smouldering 
controversy several

months ago.
Developers had attempt­ 

ed to get the 155 acre Mar­ 
ble Estates tract rezoned 
from industrial to resi­ 
dential use and indicated 
that they would build 
some (iOO single family re­ 
sidences on the land, 
which adjoins present

housing development at 
the corner of Sepulveda 
and Chrenshaw Blvd.

Rezoning try failed aft- 
ter circulation of petitions 
and an extended court ac­ 
tion.

City officials said that 
the sale.of the huge tract 
of land heralded a new 
era of growth and devel­

opment along Sepulveda 
Blvd. where some of the 
city's largest parcels <*f 
undeveloped land now lie. 

Close to one of the larg­ 
est commercial centers in 
the community the devel­ 
opment of this property 
should give the necessary 
impetus to the future 
growth of the area.

Hearing Delayed; 
Reset for Dec. 27

Advertising for bids for 
restoration of Redondo-Clif- 
ton County Beach was an­ 
nounced this week by Sup­ 
ervisor Burton W. Chace.

Action came following a 
request by Chace last week 
that plans and specifications 
to halt erosion at the two 
county beaches be expedit­ 
ed.

The Board of Supervisors 
approved specifications for 
the project which call for ex­ 
cavating, transporting and 
placing approximately 
100.000 cubic yards of inland 
dune sand on the eroded 
portion of Redondo and Clif­ 
ton County beaches.

A local improvement com­ 
pany has offered to give 
free of charge to the County 
approximately 100,000 cubic 
yards of sand.

Chace noted that "the 
time to act. is now because 
County buildings and service 
roads valued at $100,000 are

In jeopardy and 100,000 cu­ 
bic yards of sand are avail­ 
able free of charge to do the 
job."
